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Applicant on pages 9-1 0 of argument argues that Gaalema at most discloses influencing the ambient temperature sensed not sensing the 
temperature of the LCD. However, the claims are silent to what temperature is being sensed and just mention that the LCD is maintained 
at a target temperature. Applicant on pages 10-12 argument argues that Gaalema does not disclose controlling start and stop of a heater. 
However, Gaalema was not used to teach this feature Davis was as is recited in the previous Office Actions. Applicant on pages 14-15 of 
argument argues that Ham does not disclose look-up tables arranged so as to correspond to the target temperature. However, the look-up 
tables of Ham are arranged to correspond to different temperatures. Since the combination of Miyata, Davis and Gaalema disclose 
maintaining the LCD at a target temperature the look-up table of Ham corresponding to that target temperature will be selected. Therefore, 
the look-up table is arranged to correspond to the target temperature because the modulated values are such that the LCD is able to 
operate properly at the particular temperature of the selected look-up table
